VICE. PRES. MANN | 
IS OPTIMISTIC 


Tells Chicago We May Have 140, 
000,000 Bushel Wheat Crop 
This Year. 


Chicago, Tll., July 13.—‘From pres- 
ent indications the 1909 wheat crop 
in Canada will exceed 140,000,000; 
bushels,"" said Donald D. Mann, vice- 
president of the Canadian Northern 
railway at the Auditorium Annex. 
“The acreage under crop has been in- 
creased this year about 2) per cent, 
Conditions have been ideal ali 
through the spring and summer, the 
rains coming just when needed. and 
it looks how as if we might expect 
a 106 per cent, yield” 

Mr. Mann has just completed a 
2,000 mile trip in nis private car 
through the prairie provinces of 
Western Canada and is now return- 
ing to Toronto. 

“The Canadian Northern is relay- 
ing with heavy steel some 200 miles of 
track on its main line between Lake 
Superior and Winnipeg. This work 
will be completed prior to the move- 
ment of grain, We are also hard at 
work improving our terminal facili- 
ties in Winnipeg. When the work is 
finished and our new union station 
completed, the road will go through 
the city without a single street level 
crossing. 

“We are also building this year 
some 450 miles of mew line in the 
prairie proviaces. Two hundred 
miles of this work is in Saskatche- 
wan, 150 in Alberta, and 100 miles in 
Manitoba, With excellent prospects 
for a big crop conditions generally 
are very satisfactory and the half 
million Amerigan settlers who have 
come to us within the last six or sev- 
en years have cause to be entirely 
contented with their lot,”

Lethbridge, July 12.—The figures 
of the greatest land gale ever he d in 
America and probably in, the world,? 
have been given qs There weve 
136,624 acres sold in 856 parcels ior 
$1,506,291.79, an average of $11.60 per 
acre. This land was good, bad ud 
indifferent, scattered over an area of 
108 miJes by 72 miles, some of ‘t 30 
and 60. miles from a railroad, The 
prices ure considered very high under 
such circumstances, and other jand 
values are being raised as a result. 

The buyers had money with them 
to buy two or three times as much, 
had it been available. The 0. W. 
Kerr company, who have been operat- 
ing largely here for three years, 
bought 90 quarters. The Alberta. 
Securities Company, which buys and 
develops large areas, got over 30 

uarters; E. B. Tainter and W. F. 
Aausble, both of Taber, bought be- 
tween 60 and 60 quarters. The E. 8. 
Mason Land Company,

All the land for sale within 20 
miles of a railroad was bought except 
a few broken and rough pieces along 
the river banks, Prices ranged from 
$7 to $14 per acre, the latter being 
paid for part of a townsite at the 
first station west of Lethbridge on the 
new line. Two whole sections went 
for over $50 per acre. The buyers ex- 
pressed per‘ect satisfaction with the 
conduct of the sale by Inspectors 
Ingram and Potts and Auctioneer T. 
C. Norriss, who were cheered by the 
buyers -at the conclusion of the sale. 
The farmers got a square deal from

There has been some 
fighting in the streets but as a general 
thing the Nationalists are preserving ex- 
cellent order and sending out patrols 
through the city. Royalists and Nation- 
alists are now fighting in the square 
in front of the offices of the Telegraph 
Co,, which are under fire, The Shah «x- 
pected imomenturily to take refuge im 
the foreign legations. Royalist troops 
with’ Cossacks took up a position in the 
square and the eurrounding streets to 
await the attack of the Nationaliste, 
Their surrender is expected. Voreigners 
are believed to be safe at this writing. 
Sipahdar and Sardahasad, Nationalist 
leaders are in possession of the parlia 
ment buildings, A bedy of local Na- 
tionalists under the leadership of Young 
Seyed is in possession of the residence of 
Saaded-Dowleh the foreign min‘eter, 
Many royalist soldiers including a num- 
ber cf cossacks have decerted to the Na- 
tionalisia. The populace of the city are 
enthusiastic over the advent of the Na- 
tionalist forces. The throng in the 
streets are wearing red badges and offer. 
ing encouragement to the revolutic aary 
eoldiers. 

A sharp outbreak of rifle fire occurred 
this morning near the British legation 
but it did not jast jong. The casnal- 
ties among the Nat onalis's wae slight, 
The Nationalists are in possession of 
the central offices of the Persian inter.

Negro Johnson, and Atkinson Climb 


Penitentiary Fence and Get 
Cover in Brush.

A daring and successful escape was 
made ten minutes before ten o'clock 
this morning by two convicts at Kd- 
monton penitentiary. 


Atkinsun, 
of Regina, unde rgoing a five year sent- 
ence and Jack Johnson, the negro, 
who assaulted the guard come morths 
ago, and who has in different sent. 
ences about six years of imprison- 
ment, The men thought to be 
hiding in the brush wivich lies for 
several miles north and east of the 
prison yards. 
The Manner of Their Escape. 

The manner of their escape indi- 
cates daring on the part of the men 
and apparent carelessness by several 
of the guards who were stationed on 
sentry duty on the fence and armed 
with Ross rifles and repeating re- 
volvers. 

Atkinson and Johneon were work- 
ing on the excavation for the new cell 
block to the rear of the present build- 
ing and near the centre of the prison 
yards. Other convicts were at the 
other end of the cellar and scattered 
in various places throughout the yard, 
Atkinson and Johnson, however, were 
alone and were wheeling clay from 
the excavation which was about four 
feet deep. Suddenly they seized a 
long plank om which were cleats and 
which was used for running their 
wheel barrows up to the surface, With 
this they ran to the eastern Yence, 
about 80 feet distant, and placing it 
against the side were up and over in 
an instant, taking cover in the brush. 


Two Guards Were Watching. 
The ground where they were work- 
ing and over which theq made their 


are 
are 


escape was commanded by two 
guards. The man under whose charge 
they were in the cellar was Guard 


Jones, who was located on the north 


fence. He claims that he tried three 
times to fire his rifle but it would 
not go off. Before he hed time to 


use his revolver the men had got out 
of range behind tha corner of the 
cell block at the reat and adjoining 
the east wall, 

As they were scaling the wall close 
by the cell block Guard Cook, who 
was about 100 feet away, fired iwo 
shots from his vifle and four from his 
revolver but as far as known none 
took effect and the men got to the 
brush uninjured, 

Alarm at Gnce Given. 

An alarm was at onee given and 
all the prisoners locked up in their 
cells. Word was sent to the R. N. 
W. M. P. and in less than five min- 
utes four mounted men were on the 
spot. All the guards and other em- 
ployees that could be spared from the 
prison were armed and sent out to 
the search. In less than half an hour 
more than twenty men were engaged 
in the hunt to the north ad east of 
te penitentiary but no trace could 
be found of the men who disappeared 
as mysteriously as if they had been 
swallowed up in the earth. 

Warden McCauley himself hastened 
to the east of the grounds warning 
residents and the employees of the 
coal mines to the northeast that the 
men were at large in their convict 
garb, A reward of $50 was offered for 
any trace that would lead to the cap- 
ture of the convicts, and the search 
parties are thus being assisted by 
many of the people nearby. 

Hiding in Thick Brush. 

It is thought that the eseaped pris- 
oners are hiding in the thick under- 
growth enclosed by the ©. N. R., Rat 
Creek and the river. This portion of 
tenritary has been surrounded apd at 
two o'clock a large party began a 
thorough tramp through the section 
examining every hiding place. 

That the two can effectually retain 


their freedom, with their prison 
clothes is thought to be impossible, 
and it is hoped that before night a 


capture may be made 

The negro, Johnson, is known to be 
a desperate man and it is expected 
that he will put up a fight before 
capture, It was he in company with 
the Mexican,Monty, that some rnonths 
ago, attacked one of the guards with 
slug shot that they had concealed and 
gave him a bad beating before assist- 
anee came, 

The fect that both men in escaping 
undertook the riek of being shot down 
at the fence while climing over shows 
their lives are not highly valued by 
them and they will leave nothing un- 
done to avoid capture by the search

FOURTEEN LOST 


Sank in Three 
Lives Saved. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., July 12 


this morning the new eteamer Isaac 
M. Scott, abont one mile notheast of 
Whitefish Point, crashed into the John 
B. Cowle, fairly cutting her in two, 
The Cowle was down bound with a 
cargo of seven thousand tons of iron 
ore and in a dense fog was not aware 
of the approaching vessel, until the 
crash came, She sank three minutes 
after the collision, in about thirty 
fathoms of water The Scott was up 
bound, light, and after picking up all 


narréw escape. As it is, fourteen of 
her crew were lost and those saved 
who arrived on the Scott today noon, 
appreciate greatly their escape from a 
Watery grave. Had the collision oc- 
@urred in November, the loss would 
have been greater, as oniy three were 
saved by lines thrown from the Scott, 
the others being picked up by the 
boats from the Scott. The steamer 
Goodyear, which followed the Scott 
from the 800, also picked up two, 
Captain W. G. Rogers and second 
mate Billy Niles. Captain Rogers 
stayed with his boat to the last, his 
last act being to pui a lid ni 
on hie own son, who was with him. 

The Cowle had one passenger, Thos. 
MeKernan, a son of the chief en- 
gineer of the Cowle, who was saved, 
The chief engineer is one of the miss- 
ing and undoubtedly ia lost. As the 
accident happened eatly in the morn- 
ing nearly all the survivors had little 
clothing on, some only trousers sud 
shirt. 

It has been impossible to get the 
names of those lost. From what can 
be learned, however, they are cenit 
engineer McKernan, New York City, 
and second engineer, one wheelaman, 
one oiler, four firemen, four deck- 
hands, cook and porter, making a 
total of fourteen

Mrs. Claire, before becoming un- 
conscious, told one of the girls that 
she had taken poison.

A note wes let for Claire, which 
was rathet pathetic. It instructed 
‘him to turn over all her gvods to her 
ereditore, and if anything was left 
over to send the balance to her sister, 
who lives at Kansas City. ‘“‘Remem- 
ber, I have always loved you,” is the 
way it concludes, with pet name 
scrawled at the bottom, as if the let- 
ter had been finished off hurriedly.

MONTH OLD VILLAGE. 


Settlers are Americans With Ample 
Means. 


Calgary, July 10.—The township of 
Hutton, where not five weeks ago the 
gophers were the undisturbed inhabit- 
ants of the fertile prairie, is now the 
home of no fewer than fifty-eight 
hustling American families, busy 
cultivating the land and making 
homes for theméelves. 

The promoters of the scheme to 
settle this particnlar township are 
typical hustlers. from the other side 
who, foreseeing the immense — p0ssl- 
bilities of the country, and having a 
pretty good idea as to what its future 
will be are doing all in their power 
to induce American emigrants to come 
and take advantage of the opportun- 
ity to make homes for themselves, 
and give their children a start in life 
better than they could anywhere 
south of the border. 

They already have a portion of the 
district set apart for a townsite, and 
have prepared plans for a six-storey 
cement block hotel, and have made 
arrangements for the establishment 
ot a hardware store, two grocery 
stores, a livery barn and a black- 
emith shop. The location is about 
seevn miles directly east of Red 
Deer. 

The settlers who have taken up 
land there have lost no time in gett- 
ing to work. They have built res- 
pectable habitations, and are busy 
breaking and cultivating the land. 
Some of them have already seeded 
considerable portions of their home- 
steads. f 

The men who came ap and spied 
out this fertile spot are now devising 
some original schemes for advertising 
and booming the country.

Percentage of Increase .for Week! Some Wet Powder Was Discovered 


Greatest Among the Cities on the 
Continent. 


Calgary News: It is hard to believe 
but it has to be recorded neverthe- 
less, that Calgezy, is second highest 
on the continent m the matter cf 
percentage of increase in bank clear- 
ings for the past week. What is even 
harder to believe though ie the fact 
that our suburb Edmonton, some- 
times known as the Washington ‘f 
Alberta, is first with the noble figures 
of 97 per cent, At that, however, 
Edmonton's clearings were only $1,- 
115,09, as compared with $2,114,756, 
60 that this city has nearly $1,000,000 
in clearings more than the provincial 
capital, To be exact, Calgary's were 
$2,114,756 this year as compared 
with $1,365,869 last year, and the in- 
crease was 55.3 per cent, The Daily 
News doped these figures out in 
Thuredav's edition, but Bradstreet’s 
associated press dispatch last night 
has the increase at 129 per cent, oF 
more than twice as much as is really 
the case.

SHRIEKING SISTERS WON'T EAT. 
Another Way of Getting Even if They 
Are Sentenced to Prison. 


London, July 9—Sir Albert ferutzen, 
chief magistrate of the Metropolitan 
police court, today decided against the 
cuffragettes on the point raised by Mes 
Pankhurst regarding the right to present 
a petition to Premier Asquith, and that 
court eentence Mise Pankhurst to pay 4 
fine of $25 or go to prison for a month 
en the charge of resisting the poliee. 
The constitutional question raised by 
Miss Pankhurst was argued at great 
length, and the magistrate before anu 
nouncing the judgment, said that he an- 
ticipated that an appeal would be made 
to a higher court. Miss Pankhurst, who 
defe.ded her<elf, declared that her 28- 
eault on Police Inspector Jarvie on the 
night of June 30, when 116 suffragettes 
were arrested for trying to force their 
way into the House of Commore, was 
her “gauge of battle to the government, 
and defiance for ite unconstitutional 
way.” 

“Twas aware,” continued Miss 
Pankhurst, “that when I etarted that 
deputaticn of eight helpless women, 
ahout whom men armed with opera 
glasses, had congregated to watch, as 
though it was a good show, it was 
bound to result in humiliation, but 
until women have the power to elect 
representatives to parliament, it 6 
their duty to maintain the right of a 
subject to petition the King through 
parliament. If the magistrate repeats 
his former sentence we will go to 
prison, but we will not confurm any 
longer with the prison regulations, Ac 
political offenders we will insist on be- 
ing treated as euch, and not as ordin- 
ary prisoners, and in the last resort 
we will act as did Miss Dunlop.” 

Mies Dunlop secured her release yes- 
terday by starving hereelf for #1 hours, 
Mrs. Haverfield, daughter of Lord 
Abinger, was given the same sentence 
as Mies Pankhurst. Both the women 
actified the corrt of their intention to 
appeal from the judgment, and they 
were released by the magistrate on pro- 
mising to abstain from sending further 
deputations to the House of Coamens 
during the present session. The casts of 
all the other suffragettes arrested with 
Miss Pankhurst were adjourned, pend- 
ing the outcome of the appeal. 

Followers of Miss Despard, who have 
been acting as sentinels around the 
House of Commons the past week, 
picketed Premier Asquith’s residence 
in Downing street this afternoon, but 
four of the women were promptly a1 
rested by the police,

400 Feet From Shaft. 


Halifax, N.S., July 10.—The Glace 
Bay Gazette publithes a story of the 
discovery of an attempt to blow up 
the International mine with « bomb 
The paper says ihe bomb was con- 
structed and placed in the mine. 't 
consisted of twelve pounds of powder, 
covered carefully with stcnes and 
rubbish, to which a fuse was at- 
tached. When found the fuse was 
burning and had it not been discov- 
ered, J: a few moments the powder 
would have been set off and an ex- 


plosion occurred which would have} 


carried death and destruction to all 
in the mine. 

Investigation shows, says the man- 
ager of the mine, Mr. MeNeii,, that 
twelve pounds of bull dog flameless 
powder was found in the mine rear 
a wooden pick house, four hundred 
feet from the bottom of the shaft. 
An unlighted squib, used by miners, 
was fownd in the middle of the pow- 
der which was in a very wet condi- 
tion. The powder was lightly cov- 
ered with battice cloth, and some 
sticks of wood. Had been ignited the 
greatest damage to the mine would 
have been the destruction of the wood 
tool house, 


Montreal Shipping. 


Montreal, July 9.—Labor esnditions 
along the waterfront are very dall 
at present, only about 50 per cent. 
of the usual amount of the work 
being under way. Scarcity of work is 
productive of some hardship among 
the dock laborers, who feel that 
hpuld conditions not change for the 
better the situation will become eeri- 
ous. In this port there are 1,600 dock 
laborers, many of whom are now idle, 
the remainder working a little more 
than half time. Shipments are very 
slow, all freights on outgoing steam- 
ers being very light. Lumber «nd 
grain, which are the staple expofta, 
are coming through in small quan- 
tities, the demand on the other side 
being small and prices insufficient 
to attract the exporters, who can sell 
to better advantage elsewhere. The 
demand from the United States ‘s 
fair and there is also a large domes- 
tic demand. With the exception’ of 
cheese the quantities of goods  ex- 
ported are far below the average.

“CHESTY” COX IN TROUBLE, 


“Chesty” Cox, the irrepressible —per- 
fromer on the Lethbridge ball team ‘s 
not regarded with the same friendly 
spirit in Calgary as in Edmonton, 
where he is probably the most popular 
player cf the league. As the result of a 
game forfeited to Calgary on Thursday 
night last the three Calgary papers take 
e fall out cf this well knewn player. 
Each paper hands out as hot a roast a6 
possible but the following from the Cal- 
gary Herald is probably the most 
weevere;: 

“We have never unofficially called for 
the removal of any baeeball player be- 
fore, but now we call with earnest voice 
that “Chesty” Cox be barred, — black- 
listed, thrown, or kicked from the Weer- 
tern Canada league and allowed to go 
fuck to vaudeville where people will 
have the right to throw bouquets and 
other things at him. Cox showed last 
night either a wharf-rat education or 
an exceptionally well-developed bump of 
ordinary rowdyism. If he had been play- 
ing baseball in any town south of the 
49th pavatiel he wonld probabiy by now 
have been in a doctors care. We denct 
want Cox’s style of ball playing and if 
fans here know he is playing it will hurt 
receipts. That, in this commercial age 
ia the strongest argument that can be 
advanced of his undesirability. A gen- 
tlemanly athlete is a credit to manhood, 
A rowdy athlete makes men ashamed of 
their sex. Cox's exhibition last night 
was pure, unadulterated, premeditated, 
and cold-blooded ~—ruffianism and he 
should suffer. 

“The trouble started with Jack Corri- 
gan, There was a puny crowd and Leth- 
bridge got a lead of one in the firet in 
ning, through an error by Stanridge. 
Jack Corrigan hit a liner down the firet 
base foul line with Brother Joe on the 
bases. Umpire Donnelly called it foul 
and Brother Jack hollered, The ball 
looked from the bleachers to be foul by 
a foot but Juck was sure it was eafe and 
he was so angry that he struck out, 
Then his Irish got the better of him 
and he and Mr, Donnelly entered into 
an argument of personalities ending in 
Brother Jack being ordered from the 
grounds, He went. That was all right. 
The matter was not whether the ball 
was fou! or not, The power behind the 
tlab said “Foul” and consequently foul 
it was. Jack took the medicine and 
went to the hotel, 

“Things went along quietly from then 
on, Calgary landed upon iMr. Lezie, the 
star southpaw of the Indians and he 
blew up noiselessly but effectively, Cal- 
gary taking down three runs. Then 
there was nothing doing to the sixth 
wheu Lynch fanned so decidedly that he 
did not even kick, 

“Then came the most regrettable part 
of the game, a disgraceful show that 
every ball player on the ground—except- 
ing perhaps Cox—was in his inmost 
heart eshamed of. 

“Cox was on the third base coach line, 
He overstepped and was warned back 
by Donnelly. Cox walked deliberately 
out on the diamond, interfered with the 
game, was ordered back refused most in- 
solently and was ordered off the grounds. 
Ile still refueed and made a giddy and 
offensive ass of himeelf. A policeman 
was called and Cox showed his yellow 
etreak by grabbing hie clothes and run- 
ning away. Then after he got half 
actoss the field he came back in, having 
had a second thought, displayed some 
more egregious idiocies and the game 
broke up, being forfeited to Calgary, 
to. 

“It might be well to here aseure the 
public that such an exhibtion as Cox 
put up will not be seen on a Calgary 
diamond again, for there is only one 
Cox, and--thenk goodness—he is the 
only man in the league that we have 
met who would aci in a like manner,”

PRINCIPLES OF 


Well Attended Lecture in the Empire 
Last WNignt--What C.S. 
%. 


Before a large and intelligent audi- 
ence in the Empire Theatre last 
evening, Bicknell Young, C.8.B., lee- 
turer for the First Church of Christ 
Scientist, Chicago, delivered an ad- 
dress, which was impressive not only 
for the theory of religion which was 
expressed, but for the scholarly man- 
ner in which it was given. The 
speaker demonstrated, to the great 
enlightenment, of his hearet, the 
Christian and scientific method by 
which, according to the principles of 
Christian science, spiritual truth be- 
comes applicable te human needs. 


“Christian ecience,” said the 
speaker, “is a ceaseless protest 
against ignorance. It declares a 


knowledge of God to be fundamental, 
natural, intuitive. It awakens 
thought to the recognition of this in- 
ttive knowldege and provides a rule 
Ly which anch knowledge may be 
proved when recognised. A proper 
knowledge and understanding of God 
is to see that because God is eternal 


he could not have recognized any- 
thing destructive, since to know 
disease and sin would be to have 


them in consciousness. Sin, disease 
and death cannot longer be ascribed 
to God and euch being the case the 
mind which ie holiness, health and 
life is apt to hesitate on his progress 
and ask how they ean be explained.” 

Mr. Young holds that Christian 
Science answers éatiafactorily every 
question that is troubling the human 
heart. When one has a pain or dis- 
ease it ia not so much explanation 
that the requires as relief. This re- 
lief may come through unswerving al- 
legiance to Divine fact. Disease is 
no part of God or science oF truth, 
and the conclusion must follow that 
it exiets in human experience because 
of ignorance, which sometimes may 
associate itself with legitimate learn- 
ing, but which taints that learning 
and producing fear supports disease 
because of a wrong concept of truth 
and a consequent blindness as te the 
naturalness and lawfulness of health.

“Mrs. Eddy has shown us,” said 
the speaker, “that humanity may be 
infinitely helped by lifting up the 
Christ, the pure and exalted way of 
salvation, the sublime truth  abont 
God and man and law which Jesus 
taught and demonstrated. | This is, 
briefly stated, the nature of Christian 
Science treatment and it may be and 
is legitimately applied not only in 
one’s own behalf, but also for others 
who may call for aid.”

RESOLUTION FOR 
BOARD OF TRADE 


Council of the Board Endorsed Resolu- 
tion which Whole Body Will Con- 
sider Today. 


A reguar meeting of the Board of 
Trade will be held this afternoon at 4 
o'clock in the city council chamber, 

At a meeting of the council «f the 
Board of Trade yesterday a resolution 
was passed which will be placed before 
the board, The purpose of the resolution 
is to lodge a complaint against the wa- 
terworks eyetem of the city and at the 
sume time to strengthen the hands <f 
the city council in the steps they may 
tuke to remedy the situation, 

The resolution reads as follows: “The 
Board of Trade woud appreciate an 
imtimation from the city couneil of the 
difeulty with the water power plant 
of the city, how long the difficulty has 
been apparent, when it is likely to be 
remedied dnd whether the remedy is 
likely to be permanent and upon whom 
the responsibility for the difficulty lies. 

“The Board of Trade noles with con- 
siderable alarm the present cond tion cf 
the waterworks department cf the city, 
particulary the effect which low) pres: 
sure has upon the fire protection of the 
city, 

“The board is strongly of the opinioa 
that economy should not be cons dered 
if an immediate remedy can be applied 
and would urge upon the mayor and 
council the absolute necessity for 
adopting drastic measures to apply such 
remedy.” 


Carman Fire, 6 
Carman, Man., July 13.—Fire 
which broke cut early this morning 


in the livery barn of Jahn Garnett 
and whieh was only quelled efter a 


hard fight, did damage — totalling 
about seven thousand. The town 
waterworks, now under construction, 


rendered valuable aid in keeping the 


fire from spreading, otherwise the 
loss to the community might have 
been very serious. Garnett’s house 
and barn were destroyed, with 


two of his horses and five belonging 
to McConnell & Larson. Garnett's 
loss is $3,500, no insurance. Me- 
Connell’s loss is $1,000, no insurance. 
D. Honeywell's office and dwelling 
adjoining were also practically a 
total loss, loss $2,600, ineuiance 
$1,300,

Halifax, NS8., July 13.—President 
Danie! McDougall, of the Nova Scotia 
branch ot fhe United Mine Workers of 
America, arrived last night in con- 
nection with the meeting of the 
conciliation board. He says he last 
wee kpaid out two thousand do!lare 
for the strikers’ benefit. Fourteen 
hundred strikers have left the dis- 
trict for other employment and three 
hendred more sve to follow, while 
the union has sent a large number to 
their homes in Newfoundland. He 
adds that the local members of the 
union would treat with the company 


without interference by Americans if 
the operators are in any way dispos- 


ed to settle the difficulty.

POSTPONING TROUBLE. 


Washington, Juiy 12.—The con- 
ferees drove steadily ahead on their 
tariff work at tonight's session not. 
withstanding the fact that the tem- 
perature in the room in whith they 
eat was in the neighborhood of %5 
degrees. It was reported that prow- 
ress had been made though no votes 
on material supplies were taken. The 
conferees ate moving along the lines 
of least resistance by putting in 
amendments that provide debate for 
the future. The steel and iron sched- 
ule was computed in this fashion and 
the conferees entered upon the lum. 
ber schedule. One of these items 
pased by was iron ore. The present 
rate on ore is 40 cents per ton, The 
Aldrich rate ie 25 cente per ton. The 
House made jt free ore, It is report- 
ed that the Senate is ready to trade 
this iron or® duty tor either hides or 
lumber. The senate will seale the 
iron ore duties to 10 of 16 cents a 
ton if the house will accept a 10 per 
cent duty on hides and $1.50 lumb»r. 
The senate put a 15 per cent. duty 
duty on hides. The senate conferees 
are strong on the $1.50 lumber duty. 
It is $2 in the existing law. Hides 
can be cut 6 per cent. and the pro- 
tection will not be aestroyed.

N. R., and Thos, Turnbull, 
of the C, N. R. engineering depart- 
ment, arrived in the city last evening 
from Camrose, where ey secured in- 
formation regarding tne Vegreville to 
Camrose branch of the C. N. R, and 
particularly regarding a station site 
in the town of Camrose. 

When interviewed by a Bulletin 
representative last evening in the 
King Edward hote), Mr. Stove] said 
that several representations had been 
made to him forthe placing of the 
station site on subdivisions adjoining 
the city... He had but to make a re- 
‘port on the situation to the Winnipeg 
office where the matter will be de 
cided on probably in a week or two. 

“Are you considering the proposi- 
tion for a union station in Comrose 
with the G. T. P. branch line from 
Kyicy to Calgary?’ Mr, Stovel was 
asked. 

“T have not heard anything about 
it except by local yroperty holders,” 
was the reply. “That matter will ail 
be «arranged in Winnipeg and the 
arrangements do not concern me at 
all.” 

“When will that part of the branch 
line from Vegreville to Camrose % 
compleied.?”” was another question. 
“By all appearances the grading to 
Camrese will be done within another 
month,” said Mr. Jones, “You can 
safely say that the rails will all be 
laid and the track in good running 
order by the time the harvest begins 
to move, Everything is going along 
under the most favorable conditions.” 

Mr, Stovel left last evening’ for 
Winnipeg where his report will have 
much to do with deciding the ques- 
tion of the Camrose station site. 


PORT NELSON OPEN 
FOR SEVEN MONTHS 


River Closed in Late December and 
Opened in Late May—Government 
Engineers Expioring the Stream 
and Harbor. 


Brandon, July 12—A letter received 
here from Wm, Campbell, Hudson’s 
Bay official at Port Nelson, and for 
25 years in the company’s service in 
the far north, contains interesting in- 
formation. The letter is date June 
8th, and says:— 

“The ice went out of the Nelson r-ver 
on May 2th. The river did not froezs 
up laet fall till Pecember 20th, Naviga- 
tion therefore was open nearly sven 
months,"" Mr. Campbell says the ov- 
ernment party was still at Port Nelson 
on June 8th, exploring the Nelson, using 
one of his erafts on the river where 
they found deep water for many m les. 
They have decided that navigation is 
open at Nelson fully three monthe lo: ger 
than at Churchill. Up to the date of 
writing beautiful summer weather pre- 
vailed. There had been no rain all 
spring and no darkness in the early June 
days; it gete dusk but not dark. The 
season has been a good one for furs, 
1600 beaver skins waiting for the ar- 
rival of the boat from England with 
supplies to take away the fur catch.

UNTIL NEXT MAY 


But Beginn the First of Septem- 
ber pots Be Run to Meet All 
Trains on Sunday. 


Apart from the question of ineffi- 
cient water supply, the most im- 
portant matter discussed by the Ed- 
monton city council at their com- 
mittee last night was the Sunday 
operation of the atreet care. 

In answer to an enquiry at last 
meeting, Superintendent Taylor sub- 
mitted a report stating that the atreet 


railway department wee ready to 
operate Supday street cars ae soon as 
the coun considered it necessary 


and advisable to do so. 

In answef to a question, Commie- 
sioner McNaughton said that at pre- 
sent the city was not in a position to 
satisfactorily operate, ac the Sundays 
were required to fix up the machinery 
after the week’s ran. The new 
plant would be ready to operate in 
six weeks, however, id thought neces- 
sary, as the engine would then be 
ready. 

Superintendent Taylor was asked if 
he thought it advisable to start in 
September next. He replied that it 
would be better to start next Morey. 
The expenses of Sunday operation 
would be one and a half times a6 
great as on week days. In summer 
the traffic would be good, but in 
winter poor. He was in favor, how- 
ever of meeting all the Sunday trains 
as soon as possible. 


Strathcona had taken with reference 
to passing a by-law taking a plebiscite 
upon Sunday operation. Mayor Lee 
replied that the aldermen of Strath- 
cona had agreed to the plebiscite if 
the cost were paid by Edmonton. 
This was agreed to and it was un:ler- 
stood that a vote wou'd be take, 
with other by-laws, early in July. 
This was not done, however, and no- 
thing had been heard since with re- 
ference to the matter. 

A motion was passed that on and 
after September Ist all trains both in 
Edmonton and Strathcona be met on 
Sundays. The regular operation will 
not commence until next May. The 
proposed operation on September Ist 
wil! not be affected by Strathcona 
failing to take a plebiscite. 

During the discussion a difference 
arose between Alderman Gariepy and 
Superintendent Taylor as to the 
wording of the le‘ter’s report. Al- 
derman Gariepy said that Mr. Taylor 
knew that there was not sufficient 
power, The Superintendent replied 
that the power was not in his depart- 
ment and it was not up te him to 
make any report thereon. 

Closing Namayo Avenue Ditch. 

Engineer Latournel reported on the 
closing of Namayo avenue ditch. He 
recommended a trunk sewer four feet 
square, the estimated cost of which 
would be $18,807. This matter was 
left over pending the completion of 
the grade levels throughout Norwood. 

Commissioner Buichart reported the 
approximate cost of the paving. being 
done this year to be $111,124. The re- 
paving oi the portion between the 
rails on Namayo and Jaaper was esti- 
mated at $12,425 and the remainder 
of this paving to be done between the 
rails where cars were not yet operat 
ing would bring the grand total to 
$129,158. ; 

The request for the pawng of Boyle 
street between Namayo and Kinistino 
with wood blocks now on hand 
brought out a statement by the com- 
missioners that the approximate cost 
would be $4,200. The : 
laid on the table for future considera- 
tion and to ascertain if the Bitulithic 
will do further paving this year with 
payment 12 months later, as was done 
with Rice street last year.
